The primary essential for success 
lies in the application of sound busi- 
ness principles. Each settler must be 
fully impressed with his individual 
responsibility, He must bear Mls 
share of the load and he must _ real- 
any special concesion that he may 
seek must, if granted come from the 
pockets of his fellow farmers, 

In our opinion success can be ach- 
ieved but it centres around one teat- 
ure, Can the irrigation district collect 
the rates it imposes? If the committee 
in charge lays down a plan of collec- 
tion and adheres to it steadfastly 
there will be no problem.

HINTS ON GROWING FLAX 


Lethbridge Experimental 
Weekly Letter 


Station 


In the past year or t,,o the produc- 
tion of flax seed in Canada has been 
the requirements of Canadian 
considerable quantities 
have been imported from other coun- 
On the other hand we have a 
large surplus of wheat and it has been 
suggested that an increase in the 
production of flax seed would be a 
means of reducing the wheat acreage 
and help prevent a further increase 
in the surplus of wheat. ‘The market 
for flax has been comparatively good 
and prospects are that it will contin- 
ue favourable so this would appear to 
be an opportune time for increasing 
flax production. | 

Dr Fairfield, in discussing the sub- 
ject of tlax production with your ed- 
itor, stated that a large part of — the 
failures experienced in the production 
of this crop were due to the erroneous 
but prevalent idea that flax can be 
seeded later than wheat and yet pro- 
duce a good crop, He stated that in 
the pioneer days it was common 
practice to seed flax as the first crop 
on newly broken sod and as_ such

the results were as a rule not satis- 
factory, as flax requires as long a 
growing season as wheat and cannot 
successtwlly withstand a heavy tall 
frost. 

A survey of the results at this sta- 
tion shows that in normal years’ the 
heaviest yields of wheat and flax are 
obtained from tields seeded betore 
May 10th, The latest safe seeding 


and flax have been seeded later than 
that date in some years and matured 
satisfactory crops, However, unless a 
farmer cares to take more than a 50- 
50 chance on frost damage in the fal! 
flax should be seeded before May 24 

Flax requires a comparatively firm 
seed bed and as it is a small seed it 
should not be Dlanted as deeply as 
wheat, In fact the seed should be 
planted as shallow as posible and it 
there is a plentilul supply of moisture 
available the sur; this may | 
be done with a greater cer sinty that 
tie seed will germinace ra! dly.
